For three generations numismatics has been a Ponterio family tradition. Kent's father, Richard H. Ponterio, has been a 
long standing numismatist as was his father, James E. Ponterio. Like many who grew up in the numismatic community, 
Kent began collecting coins at a young age. As a child Kent would spend weekends and summers in his father’s store 
in San Diego, as well as attend coin shows, mainly summer ANAs and Long Beach shows where he would page the 
shows and make pocket money to spend on coins. His first numismatic interests began with United States coinage, 
slowly filling holes in his blue Whitman folders. His collecting interest soon switched to Spanish Colonial coinage while 
working for his father’s company, Ponterio & Associates, as a late teen. Kent continued working for Ponterio & Associates 
from 1993-2008, at which point the firm was acquired by Bowers and Merena Auctions, where he continues. 


In 2002, Kent published an article, “The Coinage of Mexico Struck During the Reign of Charles and Johanna, New Finds 
Reassigning the Chronology of Assayers.” The article was originally published in English in the United States, and later 
translated to Spanish when it was published in Mexico and Spain. In 2002 he received the “Alberto Francisco Pradeau” 
award, the highest award given by La Sociedad Numismatica de Mexico for the contributions to the advancement of 
Mexican numismatics. In 2006 he received the “Numismatic Achievement” award from Numismatics International for 
significant contribution to the advancement of numismatic knowledge, and was once again awarded the “Alberto 
Francisco Pradeau” award in 2007, by La Sociedad Numismatica de Mexico. Kent has conducted numismatic lectures at 
the New York International numismatics convention, the ANS Coinage of the Americas congress as well as published a 
book in Colombia on the 8 Escudo cob coinage struck at the Santa Fe de Bogota Mint. Currently Kent is the senior 
numismatist at Bowers and Merena for foreign and ancient coins as well as the chief cataloger for the foreign and 
ancient auctions.

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TERMS AND CONDITIONS 


1. Auction Basics. This is a public auction sale ("Auction Sale") conducted by 
bonded auctioneers, Bowers & Merena Auctions, LLC, a Delaware limited liability, 
through its world coin and paper money division, Ponterio & Associates (here- 
inafter referred to as “Auctioneer” and at times as "Bowers"). Bidding in this 
Auction Sale constitutes acceptance by you ("Bidder") of all the Terms of Sale 
stated herein. Bidders may include consignors who may bid and purchase lots 
in the Auction Sale consigned by them or by other consignors pursuant to 
the terms of their consignment agreement with Bowers ("Consignor" or 
"Consignors"). Consignors who bids on their own lots in the Auction Sale may 
pay a different fee than the Buyer's Premium charged to other Buyers. Bowers 
reserves the right to include its own material, as well as material from affiliated 
or related companies, principals, officers or employees, in any Auction Sale. Bow- 
ers may have direct or indirect interests in any of the lots in the Auction Sale 
and may collect commissions. THE TWO PRECEEDING SENTENCES SHALL BE 
DEEMED A PART OF THE DESCRIPTION OF ALL LOTS CONTAINED IN THE CATA-

Bidder acknowledges that grading of most 
coins in this Auction have been determined by independent grading services, 
and those that are not may be graded by Bowers. Grading of rare coins is sub- 
jective and may differ among independent grading services and among numis- 
matists, even though grading has a material effect on the value of the coins. 
Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned to coins by independent grad- 
ing services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding such grades. 
Bidder further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned to coins by Bowers 
and lot descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the coins and are 
intended to note any perceived characteristics. However, coin grading and per- 
ception are subjective. Bowers does not warrant the accuracy of such grades or 
descriptions. All images in this catalogue are of the actual items being sold but 
may not be the actual size or to scale, and are the copyright of Bowers. 


3. The Bidding Process. The Auctioneer shall have the right to open or accept 
the bidding on any lot by placing a bid on behalf of the Consignor or his or her 
agent, a Bidder by mail, telephone, internet or telefax; or any other participant in 
the Auction Sale. All bids must be placed and executed in United States Dollars. 
Bids must be for an entire lot and each lot constitutes a separate sale. No lot will 
be broken up unless otherwise permitted by the Auctioneer.

Bidders who have not es- 
tablished credit with Bowers must furnish satisfactory credit references and/or 
deposit at least twenty-five percent (25%) of their total bids for that Auction 
Sale session(s) or such other amount as Bowers may, in its sole and absolute dis- 
cretion require before any bids from such Bidder will be accepted.

Please note that 
the purchase of any coin or bullion lot(s) with a price, including the 
buyer's fee, in excess of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) (Maryland) 
and One Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500) (California) is ex- 
empt from state sales tax. On any tax not paid by Buyer which should have 
been paid, even if not collected by Bowers by mistake, error, negligence or gross 
negligence, Buyers agrees to promptly pay the same on demand together with 
any interest or penalty that may be assessed. 


6. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these 
Terms of Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to 
make payment in full by the Default Date, Bowers reserves the right, in its sole 
discretion, in addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity, 
to: (a) rescind the sale of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting 
Buyer, retaining all payments made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being rec- 
ognized that actual damages may be speculative or difficult to compute, or (b) 
resell a portion or all of the lots held by Bowers, in a commercially reasonable 
manner, which may include a public or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the 
opinion of Bowers to satisfy the indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and 
Bowers may charge a seller's commission that is commercially reasonable. More 
than one such sale may take place at the option of Bowers. If Bowers resells the 
lots, Buyer agrees to pay for the reasonable cost of such sale, together with any 
incidental costs of sale, including reasonable attorney's fees and costs, catalogu- 
ing and any other reasonable charges. Notice of the sale shall be by recognized 
overnight courier service, to the address provided by the Buyer on the Bid Sheet, 
Auction Consignment and Security Agreement or other last known address by 
Bowers. The proceeds shall be applied first to the satisfaction of any damages 
occasioned by Buyer's breach, then to any other indebtedness owed to Bowers, 
including without limitation, commissions, handling charges, carrying charges, 
the expenses of both sales, reasonable attorneys' fees, costs, collection agency 
fees and costs and any other costs or expenses incurred.

Buyer grants Bowers the 
right to file a UCC-1 financing statement for such items, and to assign such in- 
terest to any affiliated or related company or any third party deemed appropriate 
by Bowers. If the auction invoice is not paid for in full by the Default Date, a car- 
rying charge of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month may be imposed 
on the unpaid amount until it is paid in full. In the event this interest rate exceeds 
the interest permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted to the maximum rate 
permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess thereof shall be allocated to 
principal.

8. Waiver and Release. Bidder, for himself, his heirs, agents, successors and as- 
signees, generally and specifically waives and releases, and forever discharges 
Bowers, and its respective affiliates, parents, shareholders, agents, subsidiaries, 
employees, members of their respective boards of directors, and each of them, 
and their respective successors and assignees from any and all claims, rights,

It was at a New York City show in 1993 
that he purchased a high relief Lysimachus piece with the portrait of Alexander the 
Great — truly a magnificent coin and a wonderful work of art. And with that he was hooked 
on Ancients. Mr. Demling quickly developed an “eye” for the quality item, which you can see 
in his collection, as he has assembled a wide variety of beautiful Greek coins that he 
considers a collection of ‘art’ rather than coins. Mr. Demling is a believer in passing on 
these wonderful Gems to other collectors to enjoy and admire as the wonderful works of 
art they truly are. 


LEN NOVOTNY 
The Len Novotny Collection of Mexican Coinage, Part 1 


Len Novotny has been a coin collector since childhood, starting with a Whit- 
man Lincoln Cent album and searching through rolls of coins to nearly complete 
that collection. While he never did find the sought-after 1909-S VDB or the 
1914-D, all others were located and frequently upgraded. He well recalls the day 
when going through the coins in the cash register of a friendly area merchant that 
he ‘discovered’ an About Uncirculated 1920-S Walking Liberty half dollar. During 
those years his preference for higher grade coins took root, quickly leading to the 
realization that his allowance would not come close to satisfying his collecting appetite for choice 
coins of the United States. As a result, his collecting came to a near halt. 


Time moved on, with Mr. Novotny graduating from Loyola University, becoming a Certified 
Public Accountant, and a period of time served in the military. While in the Orient he developed 
an interest in Korean and Japanese coins and banknotes. His ‘allowance’ no longer held him back 
from obtaining rarities and high grade specimens and he assembled near complete type and date 
collections of both countries. Those collections are detailed by Ron Gillio’s auctions held in 
conjunction with the 1984 Northern California Numismatic Association Convention and the 1988 
Hong Kong International Coin and Stamp Show, and clearly display Mr. Novotny’s eye for quality. 


During his ‘Oriental period’ Mr. Novotny assembled top grade coins from numerous other 
countries including Mexico. In reviewing those coins he decided to embark upon date collecting 
of the Mexican Republic. He found the coins to be beautiful in design and challenging to collect. 
Numismatic catalogs back then were not especially helpful in determining either rarity or top 
conditions that could be reasonably located, thus began many years of research with dealer lists, 
past public auctions, and contact with collectors who had been involved with the Republic for 
long periods of time. Mr. Novotny is very indebted to their generosity in sharing time and 
information with him in his education on the coins of the Mexican Republic. 


His collection is enviable in breadth, rarity and numerous high condition specimens. His 
acquisitions have come from sources in Europe, the Orient, Latin America, Mexico, and untold 
auctions and private treaty transactions within the United States. Many of the coins came from 
entire collections he acquired solely for the purpose of ‘cherry picking.’ Some of these coins have 
been off the market for 50 years and many only rarely, if ever, offered in public sale. 
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DAVID IAN WRIGHT 
The David lan Wright Collection of Italian Banknotes 


David lan Wright was born March 28, 1952, to parents from Carlisle on the Scottish 
Borders, some seven miles from The World Famous Gretna Green. He traced their ancestry 
name Wright and found that it is akin to the Mcintyre clan, and therefore his family has the 
use of their tartan, which he proudly wears on many occasions — particularly when fishing 
and shooting, and to the occasional wedding. 


“In the 1950s we had to make our own fun,” says Mr. Wright, “There were no television 
or computer games in those times.” He collected cigarette cards and then cigarette packets, 
and to obtain as many as possible, “| encouraged my father’s heavy smoking, much to my 
mother’s disapproval.” He followed with stamps, and the usual Stanley Gibbons Approvals, 
which would take all his pocket money, “So much so that | decided to collect coins.” He 
began with English coins by date, but after never acquiring a coveted 1933 penny, he moved 
to bank notes. Being on the Scottish Borders and seeing the variety of their notes he could 
not resist their attraction. 


Later, Mr. Wright became friendly with Piero Lucetti, an Italian restaurateur, who one 
evening showed him an old Italian bank note... and so began a hobby that has spanned 30 
years. Why an Italian collection you may ask? “Well, the different shapes and sizes together 
with variety of color and detail immediately attracted me,” he says, “Also, the fact | was 
married to an Italian helped to kindle my interest! ” 


Continues Mr. Wright, “I hope that my love of collecting rare items will pass to my three 
children and six grandchildren, and that they will also share the pleasures | have had in these 
pursuits.”

The tragic tale of the “Santa Margarita’s” and her sister ship the “Attocha” is well know, both sank in a hurricane September 6 1622 
laden with treasure near the Florida Keys. This coin being struck in mainland Spain the same year it sank in a shipwreck on a return voy- 
age stimulated the imagination. How could such an event have occurred? First, the coin would had to have been struck very early in the 
year 1622. Numismatic evidence supports this as most references suggest 1621 as the last year for assayer G, listing only assayer R for 
1622. Clearly G served as assayer for at least a short period of time in the beginning 1622. The “Santa Margarita” set sail from Cadiz 
Spain April 23, 1622, arriving at Dominica May 31. The logical explanation is that this coin was aboard the “Santa Margarita” when 


the ship initially left Spain. This suggests the coin belonged to one of the ship's crew members rather than part of the treasure being 
transported back to Spain. 


One of the most interesting coins from this nautical disaster this cataloguer has had the pleasure to research. Highly romantic, a 


coin that truly sparks the imagination. Accompanied by original “Treasure Salvors, Inc.” (Mel Fisher) certificate dated 1 November 1982. 
Certificate No.159-M-80.

The Anhwei mint formerly located in the city of Anking was originally founded in the 23rd year of Kuang Hsu (1897). 
Initially this mint was established for the purpose of producing local silver coinage with the intent on replacing the then 
popular 8 Reales. Clearly this goal was not achieved as the 8 Reales remained in circulation well into the 20th century. 
Anhwei mint silver coinage generally remains scare to rare, suggesting rather small mintages. This short lived mint pro- 
duced coinage for approximately two years before coining operations ceased and the mint was dismantled. A new mint 
in Anhwei was established in the 28th year of Kuang Hsu (1902), however its activities were limited to the production 
of copper coinage. Production of all Anhwei silver coinage occurred at the first mint in Anking. 


This extremely rare silver pattern is for the first dollar of the Anhwei mint and can best be described as a specimen or 
essay. It is clearly of special manufacture intended for presentation purposes. It exhibits a bold full strike with all char- 
acters and details sharp and fully stuck up. The English letters “T. A. S.C.” are neatly placed in a clockwise manner in 
the field, Wenchao suggests it's meaning as an abbreviation of “TATSING AN-HWEI SILVER COIN”, meaning “Anhwei 
silver coin of the Great Qing”. One of the rarest dollars in the provincial dragon series with only a few examples know 
to exist. This extremely rare and elusive issue remained unknown to many early catalogers and was missing from many 
major collections including Eduard Kann, Irving Goodman and Wa She Wong. Sure to the centerpiece of its new owners 
collection, of the highest importance and utmost rarity.

The Republic of Guatemala was founded in 1847 after breaking away from the Central American Federation. The mint in 
Guatemala continued for some time to produce 8 Reales of the Central American type with a frozen date of 1847, this ac- 
counts for the frequency of which that date is encountered by numismatists today. It quickly became apparent that the country 
needed to adopt a coinage type of its own, a problem for which the House of Representatives resolved by issuing the decree 
of 21 April 1853. It was agreed the new coinage was to obey the same relative specifications and tolerances of the Central 
American Federation “10 Ds. 20 Gs.” standard, however design changes would be made to the following specifications. 


Obverse design: Central design depicting the arms adopted in 1847, between two palms, and the legend to read: 
“Guatemala Republica Sub S. O. M Protectione.” 


Reverse design: The foreground having the bust of Christopher Columbus, and the legend to read: “Christophorus 
Columbus Nov Orbi Inventor.” 


Very clearly a decree exists authorizing this issue’s production, however due to the lack of economic resources a very 
limited number of coins were actually produced. Incorrectly listed in some references as a pattern, this issue fits a somewhat 
different nomenclature. It can best be described as a failed attempt at the production of a circulation issue. The existence 
of a plain edge pattern produced in a heavier weight standard (28.2gms.) further supports this. This piece has an identical 
edge to circulation coinage produced by the Central American Federation and weighs (26.95gms), consistent in weight 
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produced by The Republic of Guatemala 


for a circulation strike. We are aware of one other example bearing the same edge as the example offered here, weighing 
(26.8gms.), also consistent in weight for a circulation strike. Currently there are only two known circulation strikes of this 
issue, both of which clearly conform with the specifications set forth by the House of Representatives. It is possible that 
other examples could exist, either in museums or private collections, however the existence of such remains unconfirmed. 
Shortly after their production the country adopted the decimal system and began producing coinage denominated in Pesos 
and corresponding Centavo equivalents, marking this type as the first, last and only 8 Reales of The Republic of Guatemala. 
Indisputably the rarest crown sized type coin of Guatemala. Perhaps the rarest crown sized type coin for all of Latin America.

In tracking the provenance of this coin, it seems reasonable to assume that Robinson was never given the opportunity 
to physically examine and photograph this coin. The image plated on page 77 of his reference along with the correspond- 
ing text clearly is reprinted from Prober. It remained omitted from early editions of the Standard Catalogue of World Coins 
until its appearance in 1996 Swiss Bank Corporation Auction. From this point forward it became that standard plate coin 
in that reference.
